Traded Revolver Silencers For 
Stolen Autos, or Their Cash 
Equivalent, Police Say. 


New York, Oct. 23.—The law has 
gained the ascendancy in its struggle 
to crush the latest great New York 
crime epidemic. 
While the state’s judicial machinery 
ground out indictments against mem­ 
bers of tile notorious “Cowboy G ang’’ 
of gunmen and police arrested a Con­ 
necticut inventor charged with sup­ 
plying them with pistol silencers, Fed­ 
eral authorities began action to dose 
thirty fashionable supper clubs and 
restaurants. 
Meanwhile, after an outbreak 
of 
holdups and 
robberies th at totaled 
more $200,000 loot Monday, the u n ­ 
derworld was quiet. 
Its only ad­ 
vantage of the day was gained when 
D istrict A ttorney Pecora, disclosing 
the deal that resulted in the return 
of the $083,000 worth of jewels stolen 
from Mrs. Janies P. Donahue, adm it­ 
ted th at the thief is no re a re r arrest 
than ever and th at $65,000 was paid 
for the return of the gems. 
Helped “Cowboy Gang’’ 
While he was conferring Tuesday 
with police, Eugene Raising, inven­ 
tor and head of the Reising Arms 
Company, of East H artford, Connecti­ 
cut, was indicted by the grand jury 
for selling silencers to the “Cowboy 
Gong” and was arrested. 
A fter an 
attem pt on Saturday to trick him into 
coming to this city with a silencer for 
delivery to tile gang failed, he was 
brought here ostensibly for question­ 
ing aeoncerning a stolen automobile. 
It is alleged th at he supplied the 
“Cowboy Gang,” 
twelve of whose 


members are under arrest, with at 
least sixty silencers, receiving 
for 
each an automobile 
stolen by the 
gang or its cash equivalent. He was a r­ 
raigned W ednesday charged with vio­ 
lating a section o f the Sullivan law 
forbidding the sale of silencers. 
The arrest of Reising was brought 
about by one of the cowboy g a n g -, 
sters, P eter Stroll, who is alleged to 
have supplied arm s used in scores of 
j crimes attributed to the “mob.”

Skilled help in the building trades
